Federal Court Rules 
Pinballers Call For 
Gaining Device Stamp 



The federal district court- has 
ruled that pinball machines are 
slot machines and come under the 
federal law that requires a license 
fee at a rate of $250 a year. 

At the same time U. S. Atty. 
William Bamctt of Chicago has 
declared that he will vigorously en- 
force the law requiring payment of 
the fee. \J_ 

The court ruling came out of the 
case against Walter Korpan of Kor- 
pan's Landing, Fox Lake, who re- 
fused to obtain a license on the basis 
that the pinball machines were, not 
slot machines and not gambling. 
The decision was against him. 

Antioch has 8 pinball machines 
on the basis of local license fees 
which are $00 a year. At one time 
there were more, but they have 
been dwindling either because same 
of the merchants didn't want to ex- 
pose them to young people which 
were the best customers, or that 
there wasn't enough profit in them. 

The village has permitted them on 
the basis that no decision was ever 
given by a state court as to whether 
they were gambling devices or not. 
, Whether the business places that 
now have them will be^able to con- 
tinue to make a profit with the $250 
federal fee added remains to be 
seen. If they can't the [ village 
stands to lose $480 in revenue. ,

They are William 
Gallagher, chairman; Russell Nick- 
erson, Donald Oilschlager.C. E. Mc- 
Carthy, and Joseph Nader, Jr.

Glenn G. Hoskins, president of the 
First Lake County National Bank, 
has accepted the chairmanship of a 
cnmpangn for the Condell Memorial 
Hospital in Libertyville, according 
to E. Grant Pinney, president of the 
hospital board. 

John J. Noel, Mayor of Munde- 
lein, and Dr. M. D. Penney, Lib- 
ertyville physician, have agreed to 
serve as vice-chairmen of the cam- 
paign. 

Goal of the campaign has been set 
at $02,500 which will complete the 
payment of the new Hannah Hough 
Maternity Wing construction, fur- 
nishings and equipment plus im- 
provement of other hospital facili- 
ties which the new wing made ne- 
cessary and possible These were 
opened for the use of the public 
June 6, 1955. ' 

A memorial gift was received by 
the hospital late in 1954. This gift 
plus funds on hand were not suffi- 
cient to pay the entire cost of the 
much-needed maternity wing." Hos- 
pital directors and the medical staff 
felt .that Immediate construction 
was necesary to meet the demands 
of a greatly expanding hospital area. 

At the time it was known that 
there would be a shortage of funds 
for the new addition to the hospital.

Board Draws Contract 
for Sale of Water to 
Wisconsin Residents 



Members of the village board and 
their attorney E. C. Jacobs spent 
two hours Tuesday evening with 
Edward Benjamin of the Chicago 
firm of Banjamin and Lang draw- 
ing up a contract for the sale of 
water to Oakwood Knolls residents 
in Wisconsin. 

Benjamin said that a non-profit 
cooperative incorporation would be 
set up for the residents in a 55-lot 
area of Oakwood Knolls across the 
line -in-- -Wisconsin^and-tprobably 
would be called the - Cross Lake 
Water Co. 

Under the contract Antioch will 
supply the water through a meter 
just Inside the Illinois line at a rate 
of 35 cents a thousand and a $5 
meter charge. The contract stipu- 
lates that no water can be used out- 
side the 55-lot area. 

Benjamin said there are now five 
houses in the Wisconsin portion of 
Oakwood Knolls, 'and three more 
are under construction. Twelve 
will be added next year. 

The village has been selling water 
there by meter for more than a 
month at a 35c rate. 

The rest of Oakwood Knolls in 
Illinois is incorporated as a part of 
the village. . 

,. A- suggestion by Benjamin that a 
20-cent rate be charged, was ig- 
nored by the trustees. He said that 
at the 35c rate the Wisconsin resi- 
dents necessarily must pay 50 cents 
to takeup any loss and provide ser- 
vice. There ■ is no water to speak 
of in the Wisconsin section, so that 
drilled wells are out of the ques- 
tion. 

The contract will bo signed at a 
later date as soon as the new cor- 
poration is formed.

Service to Waukegan 
on Weekly Fare Basis 

To Object on Basis That 

Antioch Never Notified 

Of Hearing 



The village board Instructed its 
attorney; E. C. Jacobs to file with 
the Illinois Commerce Commission 
an objection to the weekly bus ser- 
vice from Antioch to Waukegan pro- 
posed by a. group of ■ Waukegan 
merchants on the basis that the vil- 
lage was not notified of the hear- 
ing. 

The motion.'to act on the matter' 
was made by Trustee John Black- 
man and seconded by Trustee E. H. 
Glenn. 

Other villages affected by the 
same proposal -are contemplating 
the same procedure. 

Copies of the petition for the two 
trip service to supplant the free 
service now extended by the Wau- 
kegan merchants to shoppers were 
exhibited to the trustees by Presi- 
dent George Borovicka and Atty. 
Richard Seyfarth of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The question was raised as to 
whether the opportunity of travel 
and rales apply to coming to Anti- 
och to shop as well as going to Wau- 
kegan to shop. . If it does, then An- 
tioch merchants will be -able to 
compete. , 

• The petition indicates that should 
the patronage pay for itself on " a 
basis of 50 cents the round trip the 
Waukegan. merchants will meet the 
deficit. 

At present .the Waukegan mer- 
chants bear the entire expense of 
$30 a trip. Should buses be filled 
there would be no expense to them 
at the rate proposed. 

Borovicka and Seyfarth were told! 
that a hearing" was held December 
2, but that the commission has not 
acted on the matter. No one in 
Antioch knew of the hearing. 

Atty. Jacobs raised the question 
aslo whether the franchise of afor- 
mer transit company still exists 
and whether In the face of that a 
franchise- can, be given -to- the-Wau— 
kegan group even^for a 90-day trial 
period as asked. "• 

Trustee Arthur M, Hawkins de- 
clared that Antioch merchants 
should be protected, and that any- 
thing that hurts their business hurts 
Antioch as a whole. 

Seyfarth pointed out that reduc- 
tion of business in Antioch reduces 
the sales tax the vilage will get.

The Importance of Sea Power 

A very distinguished authority, Admiral Rob- 
ert B. Carney, formerly Chief of Naval Operations, 
has contributed a compelling article on "Principles 
of Sea Power," to the U. S. Naval Institute Pro- 
ceedings. 

In one section, Admiral Carney points out that 
— difficult as it is /or many Americans to believe it 
— this country is not and never has been a self-suf- 
ficient nation. Foreign trade has been a necessity to 
us from our national beginnings. Today a long list 
of essential strategic items — chromite, antimony, 
bauxite, mica, and so on and so on — must be im- 
ported, via the seas, from other countries. We are 
even becoming increasingly dependent on overseas 
sources for such basic materials as iron ore. 

Trade expansion is vitally related to sea power. 
Our exports and imports both have more than doubled 
since the pre-World War II era. As Admiral Carney 
says: "All of the American dollars and human effort 
being placed in overseas improvement and develop- 
ment for our trans-ocean friends would be lost if we 
lost our ability to use the seas." 

Sea power, using the term in. its broadest aspect, 
is inextricably a part of our military security and 
our economic well-being alike. And sea power means 
that we must have haval and related military forces 
to keep the sea lanes open to us — along with a large 
and modern, merchant marine, flying the U. S. flag, 
which can carry our exports to the corners of the 
world and bring our imports back.

Cool Looks at Atom 

The coal industry's biggest customer is the elec- 
tric industry. How does coal look on the potential 



use of atomic energy as a fuel for generating elec- 
tricity? 

That question has been answered by the Atomic 
Energy Committee of the National Coal Association, 
in this statement: "The committee recognizes that 
with the advent of atomic energy as another source 
of fuel, the coal industry has new responsibilities and 
opportunities. The committee intends ... to keep our 
industry well informed so that it may take action 
in its enlightened self-interest toward lowering its 
own cost of production, costs of transportation, and 
improving its efficiency. 

"The use of atomic energy will be determined 
on the 'basis of economics. It is not a monster that 
will swallow the coal industry. . . . 

"There is not now a foreseeable plan whereby 
the costs of atomic generated electricity may be con- 
sidered competitive with modern coal-fired plants. 
There should be no slowdown in the construction of 
conventional power plants using conventional fuels. 

"It is assumed that In Isolated locations and areas 
where other fuels are not abundantly available atomic 
energy may help coal, oil and gas improve our stan- 
dard of living by the production of more power at 
reasonable cost. 

"This should be done, within the framework of 
our free enterprise system, without subsidy which 
would create unfair competition for conventional 
fuels." 

There's nothing dog-in-the-manger about that 
attitude. It is intelligent and forward-looking — and 
it is definitely in the public interest.

Illinois Egg Law 

Clarified for Both 
Producers-Consumers 



The comparatively new Illinois 
egg law has been the object of much 
recent writinR. This is an effort by 
a special education committee to 
clarify the law's points for the 
benefit of producers and consumers. 

Certainly the egg industry in this 
state has not been subjected to as 
strict regulation as it has in some 
major egg-producing states. The 
contention is that the Illinois pro- 
ducers have suffered in market 
prices as a result. Consequently, 
the egg law was instituted as a start 
in the direction of improving the 
quality of Illinois-produced eggs— or 
at least giving the egg consumer 
more protection. 

It is not amiss, therefore, to take 
a look at what the law does for the 
persons who eat Illinois-produced 
eggs. 

Obviously, in the past the house- 
wife faced something of a gamble 
in buying eggs. Some were can- 
dled, some were not. One week she 
might get high quality eggs. The 
next week the quality might be low. 
There was no specified system in ef- 
fect providing the consumer with 
knowledge of what various grades 
of eggs meant at any particlar 
store, and no real assurance that 
the eggs were as advertised. She 
had to rely entirely on the integ- 
rity of the seller. In fairness, it 
ought to be added hastily that a 
large per cent of the sellers had 
and meri'.ed the confidence of the 
purchaser. 

By setting up candling, labeling 
and advertising requirements the 
Illinois c;jg law does increase as- 
surance to the housewife that she 
is getting value for money spent 
in buying eggs. 

The p.-cvision that all eggs bought 
by an esg dealer be candled and 
that the sale of inedible eggs is 
prohibited intends to keep bad eggs 
off the market. 

The law provides that eggs for 
sale through wholesale and retail 
outlets be either labeled as un- 
graded or according to grade. If 
the housewife is buying eggs lab- 
eled "ungraded" she is aware that 
she has no assurance of their uni- 
form quality. This awareness is 
certain to increase the consumer's 
knowledge of egg quality and will 
tend to cause her to demand better 
and more uniform' egg quality. 

It is obvious that the law's pro- 



vision provibiting misleading ad- 
vertising as to egg quality is a 
protection for the buyer. It re- 
quires that the advertising be con- 
sistent with the quality of eggs 
available. If the merchant is sell- 
ing ungraded eggs, he must say so 
in his advertising. If the eggs are 
some other grade, he must indicate 
the grade.

The 1956 taxpayer assistance pro- 
gram of the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice In the Chicago Region, during 
the Income Tax filing period from 
January 2 to April 16. 1056, will bo 
aimed primarily at helping taxpay- 
ers to help themselves. 

This new approach to taxpayer 
assistance in this region, which in- 
cludes the States of Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, was announced today by Re- 
gional Commissioner, D. L. Olson, 
who said. It is In conformity with a 
policy laid down by the Washington 
office. 

The Service will furnish taxpay- 
ers advice and information but will 
not continue the former practice of 
completely preparing returns. 

Taxpayer assistance activities 
conducted in the Chicago Region 
during the post filing period ex- 
pended 471,423 man-hours which re- 
sulted In a substantial disruption 
to normal audit and collection activ- 
ities. Olsen pointed out that if the 
above manpower had been used on 
the examination of income tax re- 
turns and In the collection of taxes, 
it would have resulted in a very 
substantial inrccase In revenue. 

The Internal Revenue Service will 
mail with the 1955 Income Tax 
forms adequate instructional ma- 
terial to cover the problems en- 
countered by the average taxpayer 
in the preparation of his return. 
Telephone assistance will be pro- 
vided by all District offices in the 
Chcago Region to assist taxpayers 
with specific problems. ■ 

Regional Commissioner Olsen said 
that returns will be prepared for 
taxpayers who are physically or 
mentally unable to prepare their 
own returns. Other taxpayers who 
find It difficult to fully prepare 
their own returns may avail them- 
selves of a self-help assistance 
method by which desk space and 
necessary materials will be furnish- 
ed in order that they may prepare 
their own returns under the super-

CHICAGO— Doctors who answer 
questions for other doctors often 
tangle with such knotty problems 
as: Should footbnll plnyers bo 
given cxtrn vitamins; arc colored 
socks bad for sore feet, and what 
con bo done with a four-year-old 
who refuses food? 

The consultants recently came 
up with the following nnswers: 

All "mass medicine," Including 
vitamins and Iron In dally doses, 
Is bad medlcmo for athletes. The 
consultant quoted a resolution by 
a Joint committee from the Na- 
tional Education Association and 
the American Medical Association. 
It disapproved medicine or oxygen 
administration because players be- 
gin to expect It, and arc encour- 
aged to exert themselves beyond 
the limits Ihey have learned "from 
Instinct and experience." 

About colored socks: a consult- 
ant said wearing them while suf- 
fering open foot sores "Involves 
no common peril." Wearing white 
socks— a common recommendation 
for Infections or others sores— is 
probably not necessary. Sometimes 
colored socks cause trouble, but 
only because of an allergy to dye 
or yarn. 

The four-ycar-old child who 
won't cat unless her parents feed 
her Just needs to make "a new 
start In life" another consultant 
said. Ho recommended giving "a 
complete change" at mealtime— a 
new place to cat, different dishes, 
and even different' people to servo 
her. 



Mayflower Will 
Resail Ocean Blue 

WASHINGTON — Shades of our 
ancestors. The Mayflower will re- 
sail the pilgrim voyage. 

Hewn from stout English oak, a 
new Mayflower Is taking shape in 
a British shipyard. In July they 
laid her oaken keel. Next July, If 
ail goes well, the second Mayflower 
will set sail on a two-month cross- 
ing to the "stern and rock-bound 
coast" of New England. Its crew 
and passengers, many of them de- 
scendants of Mayflower passen- 
gers, will land In garb of the Purl- 
tans of 1020. 

Gesture of friendship to the 
United States, the project is fi- 
nanced entirely by voluntary con- 
tributions in Britain. Long re- 
search by historians on both sides 
of the Atlantic guides the work. 

Little Is known of one of the most 
famous ships ever to sail the At- 
lantic, No precise records, specifi- 
cations, or descriptions survive, 
nor any known painting or' sketch 
of the "fine ship," as Puritan dea- 
con Robert Cushmon described the 
Mayflower. 

Christopher Jones was her mas- 
ter, a native of Rothcrhlthc beside 
London's Thames. She was likely a 
180-ton vessel, fair sUe for her day, 
broad-walstcd, with high super- 
structures or "castles" fore and 
aft. 



Nail Polish Sealer 
For Fungal Infection 

CHICAGO— A Miami physician 
has Anally outdone the proverbial 
female who fixes everything with 
a hairpin or a little nail polish. 

Dr. Holils F. Garrard has re- 
ported that he has successfully 
used nail polish sealer In treating 
a fungal Infection of the fingers 
and nails. 

He said the sealer acts as an 
"artificial cuticle" and keeps water 
and foreign material from getting 
under the loose skin around the 
noil. The sealer is applied to the 
nail and nail fold: In the morning 
and left on until bedtime when it is 
removed and another medication 
applied. 

Dr. Garrard has used the method 
on 59 patients with monlllal paro- 
nychia. '

BOSTON— A tavern owner must 
also be a referee, apparently.

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Steel Oil Drums 

iBeat Out the Music 

Of the West Indies 



Steel drums are being used to 
sound out the intricate rhythms and 
melodies of West Indian music, 
according to American Iron and 
Steel Institute, today. The oil 
drums — painstakingly "tuned" nre 
the sole instruments used by entire 
bands in Trinidad and some of the 
other islands. 

The musical steel drums are 
called pans, They are made by the 
musicians. The end of the drum is 
made concave by beating on it with 
a log. Then the musician taps the 
pan with a rubber-wrapped mallet 
to discover the location where dif- 
ferent tones ; can be produced. 
When found, these areas are marked 
off with a nail punch. The pan is 
then heated. so that each tone area 
can be forced up into a mound or 
bump. 

In on "orchestra" there may be 
several pans with many note-bumps 
for playing the melody; others with 
fewer bumps comprise the harmony 
section; a series of whole drums 
may carry the bass. However, 
most pans are made by cutting the 
end off a drum and using a half or 
a quarter of it.

Thompson's beat Joe & Helen's 
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Census Bureau to Expand 
Current Population Survey 

An expansion in the Current 
Population Survey, designed to im- 
prove Federal statistics on employ- 
ment and unemployment, was an- 
nounced today by Supervisor Day- 
ton P. Jorgenson of the Census Bu- 
reau's district office at Chicago, 
which participates in the survey. 

The ' expansion of the Current 
Population Survey, which has been 
conducted on a sample basis by 
the Census Bureau for more than a 
decade, will involve both an in- 
crease in the number of households 
which are interviewed ' each month 
and an enlargement in the number 
of sample areas covered by Census 
enumerators. The expansion will 
be a gradual one, being spread over 
a four month period beginning in 
December and continuing through 
March. This is being done in order 
to provide ample time to train new 
interviewers and, to observe thelr 
efflclency in practice enumerations 
as well as applying rigid tests to 
the sample data they collect. 

The supervisor pointed out that 
the Current Population Survey is 
authorized by law. This law pro- 
vides that all information about in- 
dividuals be kept in strict confi- 
dence and. that only statistical totals 
be published. Information obtain- 
ed in the Current (Population Sur- 
vey cannot be used for taxation, 
investigation or regulation.

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English Sailor , 
Set Mark for 
Marathon Walkers 

WASHINGTON— It wouldn't be to 
surprising if it happened In this 
day and age, but there is an often 
discredited story about an early 
English sailor who took a 3,000- 
mile walk from Mexico's Gulf 
coast to a point near what is now 
Saint John, New Brunswick, in 
Canada, 

History shows that sometime late 
In 1580 more than 100 English sea- 
men of the adventurer Sir John 
Hawkins went ashore near what is 
now Tamplco, rather than starve 
afloat. A disastrous battle with the 
Spanish had left Hawkins' ship 
overloaded and short of food. 

Only five of these men ever got 
back to England. One group of 75 
men headed south and only two of 
this number eventually escaped 
from Spanish servitude. One after 
14 years, the other after 23 years. 

Three others, David Ingram, 
Richard Browne and Richard 
Twide, were among a smaller 
group of men who set out "north- 
word." Most were killed by Indians 
or hardships. But 11 months later, 
Ingram related, three of them had 
reached a river mouth CO leagues 
west of "Cupe Brltton"— Cape Bre- 
ton Island, Nova Scotia. There 
they found a ship, the French 
"Gargarine". By 15C0 they were 
back in England. 

There has been much contro- 
versy over whether Ingram really 
walked as far north as Saint John, 
but attempts have been made to 
prove that he and his companions 
must have crossed New England to 
describe the things Ingram related 
13 years after their "long walk". 

It was not the first overland walk 
In America, 



Homicide Rate 
At Ail-Time Low 

NEW YORK — Despite reported 
increases in major crimes and ju- 
venile delinquency, the homicide 
rate in the United States has fallen 
to an all-time low level, insurance 
company's statisticians report. 

Among one company's industrial 
policyholders, whose experience 
closely parallels that of the coun- 
try's general population, the homi- 
cide death rate dropped from 5.8 
per 100.000 in 1934 to 1.9 In 1954. 
This downward trend was inter- 
rupted only twice during the twen- 
ty-year period — immediately after 
World War II, and to a lesser ex- 
tent during the Korean War. 

The long-term reduction in the 
homicide rate has been especially 
large among white male policy- 
holders, amounting to 70 per cent 
over the two decades. Among white 
females the corresponding reduc- 
tion was 50 per cent and among 
nonwhite persons it was about 55 
per cent. 

Despite the over-all improve- 
ment, homicide continues to be a 
major cause of death among non- 
white males. In the insurance ex- 
perience homicide mortality among 
nonwhite males averaged 21.7 per 
100,000 in 1952-54, or more than 11 
times the rate for white males. 



Detroit Teachers Use 
'Punishment Code' 

DETROIT— Public school teach- 
ers in Detroit can paddle junior 
where it hurts when he gets out of 
line. 

In a 500-word policy statement, 
Superintendent of Schools Arthur 
Dondineau outlined a physical- 
punishment discipline code to bo 
used with discretion as to "size, 
sex. and physical strength." 

However, Dondineau said that 
any punishment given must not be 
such as to cause "lasting pain or 
Injury." 

Explaining the reason for the 
policy statement, Dondineau said; 
"We wanted to give teachers and 
principals an understanding as to 
how far they can expect the sup- 
port of the administration in pun- 
ishment problems. Now we think 
the teacher knows how far he will 
be protected if a complaint were 
made in court of his actions." 



Sex Equality Gets 
Blame for Divorces 

LONDON — A leading marriage 
counselor blames the growing 
equality of sexes for Britain's 
booming divorce rate, now about 
four times the 1939 level. 

"It has really shaken the stabil- 
ity of marriage and family life," 
said Joseph Brayshaw, in the mag- 
azine Family Doctor. 

"Women now do almost every 
job that men do. The plain truth 
is that the modern marriage part- 
nership is much richer. It involves 
much greater tolerance. And in 
aiming higher in marriage today, 
we are suffering more casualties."

Stork Deliveries 
To Hospitals Are 
On Great Upswing 

New York— If you're n prospec- 
tive parent, you'll welcome the 
news that more and more children 
are being born in hospitals. 

In the past few years the num- 
ber has exceeded 3,500,000 annu- 
ally; In 1952, the last year for 
which official data are available, 
about 3,530,000 or better than out 
of every 10 births were delivered 
In hospitals, and there Is definite 
evidence that the proportion has 
risen appreciably since then. The 
proportion of hospitalized births in 
the white population increased 
from 59.9 to 95.7 per cent between 
1940 and 1952, and among the non- 
whites from 26.7 to Cfl.4 per cent 

A percentage-wise gain in hospi- 
talized confinements is evident 
throughout the country, and is es- 
pecially noteworthy in areas which 
In the past had the lowest propor- 
tion of hospital deliveries. Thus, 
in the white population of Ken- 
tucky the proportion rose from 18.7 
to 80.4 per cent between 1940 and 
1952; In West Virginia the rise was 
from 20.2 to 83.2 per cent; and in 
Arkansas from 21.5 to 83.1 per 
cent. 

Geographic differences in the 
proportion of hospitalized births 
have narrowed a great deal, but 
there is still appreciable variation 
from one state to another, particu- 
larly for the nonwhite population. 




Mistletoe, Traps 
Catch Wild Deer 

HOPLAND, Calif.— Mistletoe and 
rat traps are helping University of 
California researchers study deer- 
sheep relationships at the range 
research station in Mendocino 
County. 

Mistletoe Is used to bait traps to 
catch deer for two studies. Rat 
traps are part of the trapping 
mechanism devised to catch the 
deer. 

Some of the deer arc turned Into 
pastures with sheep to study graz- 
ing competition and parasites com- 
mon to both groups of animals. 
Other deer are earmarked — a few 
are also belled— to trace their 
movements on the natural range 
for more Information on how far 
they wander for food and how long 
they live. 

New types of traps are used. One 
Is a small individual trap made of 
a pipe frame covered with tuna 
netting. The other is a larger, cor- 
ral type made of a series of 8x8 

board panels. 

During July, August, and early 
September 78 deer were caught. 
Fifteen of them were rctraps. One 
doe was caught five times, another 
three times. Two marked bucks 
have been taken by hunters. 



Like All Else— Price 
Of Brides Higher 

WASHINGTON— The rising price 
of brides in the for corners of the 
world is turning young men's fancy 
into financial complications. 

In Eastern Nigeria, says the 
National Geographic Society, buy- 
ing a bride has become so expen- 
sive that a government committee 
proposes price control and ration- 
ing, Fifty years ago a tall comely 
Ibo girl might cost $50, and an 
ugly maid only three goats. Now 
a 5300 bride is a bargain. 

In West Pakistan, soaring ab- 
ductions of 13- to 10-year-old girls 
are blamed on high parental price 
tags. Suitors unable to pay resort 
to kidnapping. 

Among many remote tribes, the 
bride price can be the biggest out- 
lay of a man's life. Through the 
Bismarck Archipelago it may 
come to 15 to 200 strings of shell 
money. In Samoa it includes ca- 
noes and pigs. 

A Dasikuma swain, In the terri- 
tory southeast of Lake Victoria, 
pays a first installment of 60 sheep. 
Then he must work for his bride's 
father for two years. A Banyoro 
pays with cattle as fast as he can. 
but any children born in the mean- 
time belong to the father-in-law 
until each is paid for separately 
with a cow.

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Doirama Portrays 
Life Among Early 
Indian Communities 

CHICAGO-Llfc as it wns lived 
centuries ngo in villages of pre- 
historic Indians of the Southwest is 
vividly portrayed in three minia- 
ture dioramas at Chicago Natural 
History Museum. They show three 
different prehistoric periods, and 
three difTercnt southwestern envi- 
ronments. The groups were pre- 
pared by Alfred Lee Rowell, dior- 
amlst in the department of anthro- 
pology, who has been engaged in 
the task for two years. 

The first diorama shows part of 
a pit-house village of the Mogollon 
Indians who lived in the mountain- 
ous area of New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. The time represented Is be- 
tween 200 B.C. and A.D. 500. but 
museum archaeologists have 
traced Mogollon culture back about 
4,500 years. 

The second diorama shows part 
of a Hohokam village known as 
Snaketown in the desert near Phoe- 
nix, Ariz,, as It must have looked 
about A.D. 050, The Hohokam Indi- 
ans were farmers who constructed 
a network of irrigation canals in 
order to raise crops in the desert 
area of southern Arizona. 

The third diorama is a model of 
Pueblo Bonlto, an Ana«azi village 
in Chaco Canyon. N.M. The time 
depicted is about A.D. 1100. The 
Annzi Aanasazi were the Pueblo 
farmers of the plateau areas of 
northern New Mexico, and Ari- 
zona, southeastern Utah, and south- 
western Colorado. Pueblo Bonlto 
was the largest "apartment house" 
In the Southwest. 



US-USSR Economic 
Potential Compared 

LOS ANGELES — Russia's eco- 
nomic potential In 1960 will be 
roughly the same as that attained 
by the United States in 1929. 

This is the considered judgement 
of Dr. Dudley F. Pcgrum, profes- 
sor of economics on the Los An- 
geles campus of the University of 
California, who recently prepared 
a comprehensive analysis of the 
economics of the United States and 
the Soviet Union for the Lockheed 
Aircraft Corporation. 

In his analysis. Dr. Pcgrum care- 
fully compared relative strengths 
of the two countries in fuel and 
power supplies, metals, agricul- 
ture, railroads, labor and military 
production. 

He concluded that the maximum 
economic strength of the U.S.S.R. 



In the event of an all-out war in 
1060 would be one third of that 
which could be mustered by the 
United States. 

"This docs not mean that the 
might of the Soviet Union should 
bo underestimated," he adds. "A 
potential output of $50 billion dol- 
lars for war effort on the part of 
Russia in 1900 represents enor- 
mous power. It is more than that 
which any other country except the 
United States has a prospect of 
matching by 10CO." 



Noisy Shrimp Give 
Radar Rough Times 

SAN DIEGO— The Pncil1c Ocean 
off San Diego has one of the noisi- 
est sea channels in the world and 
the lowly shrimp Is the great noise- 
maker, says Dr. Franz Kurle, tech- 
nical director of the Naval Elec- 
tronics Laboratory. 

Kurie says the noise is caused 
by enormous numbers of shrimp 
snapping their claws. 

Noise caused by sea creatures 
becomes so loud at times that sub- 
marines can use it to evade direc- 
tion by electronic equipment being 
used by surface ships. 

Dr. Kurie says that a permanent 
deep sound channel has been dis- 
covered in the Atlantic Ocean 
where conditions are right for 
sound transmission across extraor- 
dinarily great distances. 

In one experiment, a sound was 
transmitted from Dakar, in Africa 
to the Bahamas Islands on this 
side of the Atlantic Ocean.

WITH record consumption of 
newsprint by newspapors In the 
United States which recently re- 
sulted In a scarcity, Canada, which 
flupplles half or tho entire world's 
newsprint requirements, Is striving 
hard to meet ever-Increasing de- 
mands for tho life blood of the 
printed word. 

American newspaper publishers 
pay about 1780,000.000 for their 
paper supplies and Canada furnishes 
nearly 80 percent of the U. S. 
demand. In addition, demand for 
Canadian newsprint from European 
countries Is Increasing and Canada 
Is being called on to supply 
more newsprint to Australia, New 
Zealand, Central America, the West 
Indies and South Africa. 



Canadian, as well as American 
nowsprlnt mills are undertaking an 
expansion program that Is slated 
to ratso their Joint capacity from a 
present 7,140,000 tons to about 
8. 500,000 by late 1057. But the first 
sizable part of this tonnage won't 
co'tne Into production for another 
year and most newsprint sources 
don't look for any significant relief 
from the present newsprint pinch 
before that time. 

The Canadian newsprint Industry 
now produces more than six million 
tons a year nnd the Industry la still 
expanding. Most of the projected 
Canadian expansion of 900,000 
annual tons of capacity will not 
cpme into production before 1957.

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People Spent More 
And Saved Less, 
1954 Records Show 

NEW YORK— The American peo- 
ple had $107 billions left from their 
aggregate Income in 1054 for dis- 
cretionary spending or saving as 
they preferred after laying out a 
record $148 billions for the basics 
of food, shelter nnd clothing, and 
paying a $33 billion lab to the tax 
collector— Federal. State and local 
combined. 

llils discretionary Income at the 
people's disposal in 1954 was the 
equivalent of some $600 for every 
man, woman, and child in the pop- 
ulation and was greater than the 
total personal Income In any year 
prior to 1942. 

Out of this sum the people made 
a substantial addition to their "nest 
■egg" in insurance nnd other sav- 
ings. Figures compiled by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce show 
that total personal savings in 1954 
exceeded $18 billions, a compari- 
Uvely high level by past standards. 
However, the temptation to spend 
when income is rising and growing 
competition for the consumer dol- 
lar were reflected in the fact that 
1954's personal savings were $1W 
billions under the 1953 total, and 
that savings continued to decline 
and personal debt rose further In 
the first half of 1055. 

The people also spent a half bil- 
lion dollars more than ever before 
last year Tor medical care, indicat- 
ing the increasing emphasis being 
given to health in the family ex- 
penditure pattern. 



Navy Wins Fight 
With Barnacles 

WASHINGTON — The United 
States is Anally winning its tough- 
est engagement— n long-time bat- 
tle against hitch-hiking barnacles. 
No longer need these tight-sticking 
crustaceans crowd Ihcir shells onto 
hulls of Navy ships, causing loss 
in speed and boosting fuel con- 
sumption. 

Government researchers have 
developed a plastic paint deadly 
to young barnacles and other ma- 
rine growths. A plastic-coated war- 
ship can now churn the seas for 
five years without drydocking for 
cleaning and repainting. 

Before World War II, Navy ves- 
sels docked every nine months for 
this purpose. Some heavily fouled 
ships carried 200 tons of sea life 
on their hulls. 

Two thousand different kinds of 
life, ranging from bacteria to fish, 

have been detected on hulls, buoys 
and marine structures. Barnacles 
are the most pestiferous of the lot. 
Even after they die. their shells 
often remain on n ship's hull. 

For many centuries seafarers 
have tried to rid their vessels of 
barnacles. Copper sheathing was 
successful on wooden ships, for 
even minute quantities of cupper 
In the water kills young barnacles. 



Single Donor's Gift 
Sets Up New Institute 

BERKLEY, Calif.— A new insti- 
tute deVpted to basic research has 
been established by the University 
of California nnd will start opera- 
tions with a fund of almost 52.730,- 
000. the gift of a single secret do- 
nor. 

Chancellor Clark Kerr announced 
the new institute— similar to one 
at Princeton, M.J., wber<; Einstein 
studied many years— in opening a 
three-day symposium on the physi- 
cal sciences. 

The institute's primary purpose, 
as specified by the donor, will be 
"to discover and encourage the 
work of individuals of great talent 
and promise." It "shall be dedi- 
cated to the encouragement of cre- 
ative thought and conduct of re- 
search and investigation in pure 
science," 



Dog's Life in L. A. 
Really Dog's Life 

LOS ANGELES— The old Joke 
about "a dog's life" gels no laugh 
in Los Angeles. 

All dogs in the city and county 
■were ordered quarantined by the 
City heokh officer for at least a 
year because of the rabies situa- 
tion, Between January and Octo- 
ber, there were 0? rabid-dog re- 
ports, most in 10 years. The order 
requires dogs be confined to own- 
er's premises except when on a 
leash not more than 5 feet long. 

On top of that, Mrs. Sally Moody 
urged a new law requiring mar- 
riage licenses for canines. Her 
ordinance would make it a mis- 
demeanor "to breed n female dog 
■or to permit an owned female dog 
'lei be bred without first obtaining 
a license or permit to do so from 
the City or County."

Gas Consumption Record 
Broken Twice in Week 



Northern Illinois Gas Company's 
send-out records were broken dn 
successive days during last week's 
cold wave. The previous high of 
355,173,000 cubic feet of gas, estab- 
lished last January 27, first was 
eclipsed November 28 when the 
maximum use reached 301,000,000 
cubic feet, and then again the fol- 
lowing day (Nov. 29) as the com- 
pany 's maximum noon-to-noon 
send-out totaled approximately 
3G9.300.000 cubic feet. 

Marvin Chandler, president of 
Northern Illinois Gas, said it was 
necessary lo augment the company's 
pipeline supply and other peak 
shaving operations with about 33,- 
500,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
from the Herscher underground 
storage field during the first 24- 
hour period and approximately 
34,500,000 cubic feet the second. 

Chandler stated that the chief 
factor responsible for establishing 
the new maximum send-out records 
was the connection of nearly 20,000 
additional residential space heating 
customers to the company's system 
during the past 12 months. The de- 
mand for gas for space heating, he 
said, comes not only from existing 
homes in the company's territory 
but from the approximately 35,000 
new homes built within the last 
year. 

Hints on Mailing of 

Christmas Packages 

Check these do's and don'ts before 
you go to the postoffice with your 
Christmas packages, 

The post office says you cannot 
label a package "Rush" or "Do Not 
Delay" unless you pay a fee for 
special handling or special delivery. 
Nor can you, in most large post- 
offices, mail a package of more than 
40 pounds or 72 inches in girth. As 
a general rule, the best advice is 
not to wrap a package of more 
than 35 pounds in weight. 

You should print your own ad- 
dress and the address to which you 
are sending the package. You can 
label it "Do Not Open 'Til Christ- 
mas," "Perishable," or "Glass." You 
can enclose a Christmas greeting. 



And you can speed the package in 
three ways, by special handling, 
special delivery, and air express or 
air parcel post. Special handling is 
cheaper than special delivery, and 
does not include special delivery 
messenger service.
